To  the  Chairman  and  Ad embers  of  the  Rural  District 

Council . — 


Gentlemen, 

It  is  again  my  duty  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
which  deals  with  the  health  and  sanitary  condition  of  the 
district  under  my  supervision.  I  shall  adopt  the  plan  followed 
in  former  years,  by  taking  each  division,  into  which  the  district 
is  divided,  and  dealing  with  it  separately. 


Cartmel  Division. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

CARTMEL  DISTRICT. — The  District  Council  and  the  Cart¬ 
mel  Divisional  Committee  may  regard  with  extreme 
satisfaction  the  completion  of  the  scheme  of  water  supply 
for  East  Broughton,  Cartmel  Town,  Cark  and  Flookburgh. 
It  was  unfortunate  that  during  the  excessively  dry 
season  of  1910  that  the  Grange  Council  were  compelled 
to  temporarily  cut  off  the  supply,  but  there  is  no  likelihood 
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of  such  a  contingency  in  the  future  as  the  new  reservoir 
now  being  constructed  by  the  Grange  Council  is  being 
rapidly  pushed  forward,  and  the  supply  available  for 
Cartrnel  district  will  be  further  augmented  by  the  sever¬ 
ance  of  Arnside  in  the  South  Westmorland  rural  district 
from  the  area  of  the  Grange  supply. 

LIND  ALE. — It  is  to  be  regretted,  that  through  delay  on  the 
part  of  some  owners  of  property  in  the  village  of  Lindale 
to  connect  their  properties  with  the  Council’s  water  mains, 
it  should  have  been  necessary  to  make  application  to  the 
Justices  for  an  Order  to  enter  the  premises  concerned  for 
the  purpose  of  making  the  necessary  connections  ;  with 
the  execution  of  this  power  of  entry,  Lindale  maj  now  be 
considered  to  be  generally  in  a  satisfactory  condition  as 
regards  its  water  supply. 

NEWTON-IN-CARTMEL. — Negotiations  are  in  progress  with 
the  Grange  Urban  Council  for  leave  to  take  water  from 
their  main  which  passes  through  the  village  of  Newton-in- 
Cartmel,  and  also  for  bringing  a  number  of  properties, 
hitherto  supplied  by  the  Grange  Council,  under  the  con¬ 
trol  of  the  Rural  District  Council. 

DRAINAGE. 

LINDALE. — The  Divisional  Committee  are  considering  pro¬ 
posals  for  a  scheme  of  drainage  for  the  village  of  Lindale, 
and  no  doubt  they  will  have  before  them,  at  an  early  date, 
the  surveyor’s  plans  and  details.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

CLAIFE  (far  and  near  sawrey). — In  the  Summer,  attention 
was  directed  to  the  need  of  a  water  supply  for  the  villages 
of  Far  and  Near  Sawrey,  and  it  may  be  possible  in  my 
next  Annual  Report  to  record  either  the  completion  or 
progress  of  a  scheme. 

COLTON  (backbarrow). — At  last,  I  am  able  to  state  that  a 
supply  of  water  has  been  provided  for  the  greater  portion 
of  the  village  of  Backbarrow  within  the  township  of 
Colton,  and  the  work  only  needs  the  removal  of  the  pump 
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to  a  more  convenient  position  to  render  it,  so  far  as  at 
present  can  be  determined,  fairly  satisfactory,  but  there 
are  several  properties  belonging  to  other  owners,  which  I 
doubt  not,  the  committee  will  deal  with  at  an  early  date. 


High-Furness  Division. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

CONISTON.— The  long  outstanding  question  of  the  supply  of 
water  to  Catbank,  Coniston,  has  been  settled  by  a  recog¬ 
nition  of  the  liability  of  the  Council  and  a  friendly 
disposition  of  the  owners  to  take  water  at  a  preferential 
rate. 

KIRKBY-IRELETH  (soutergate). — At  the  time  of  writing 
my  report,  the  sanction  of  the  Local  Government  Board 
to  the  raising  of  a  loan  to  defray  the  cost  of  extending  the 
water  main  from  Prospect  to  Soutergate  was  in  the  hands 
of  the  Clerk,  and  before  my  report  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
members  of  the  council,  tenders  will  have  been  accepted 
for  the  execution  of  the  work. 

DRAINAGE. 

CONISTON  (coniston  schools)  — In  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1899,  I  had  occasion  to  refer  to  an  epidemic  of 
diphtheria  which  had  occurred  at  Coniston  during  the 
previous  year.  I  suggested  that  the  spread  of  infection 
had  been  facilitated  by  school  attendance.  The  school 
managers  readily  acquiesced  in  my  recommendation  for 
the  closing  of  the  schools,  and  under  the  supervision  of  the 
late  Mr.  Greenwood  and  myself,  the  drains  of  the  school 
were  re-laid  and  other  necessary  sanitary  work  carried  out. 
At  that  time  there  was  no  efficient  drainage  scheme  avail¬ 
able  and  the  public  water  supply  had  not  been  provided, 
and  the  only  method  of  disposing  of  the  sewage  was  by 
discharging  it  into  an  old  stone  channel  ;  it  naturally 
followed,  that  in  view  of  the  recurrence  of  infectious 
disease  among  the  children  attending  this  school,  that  I 
should  urge  the  managers  to  convert  the  existing  insanitary 
privies  into  W.C’s.,,  and  to  construct  a  proper  drain  to  be 
connected  to  the  Council’s  sewer  so  soon  as  the  completion 
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of  the  sewerage  and  water  works  made  it  practicably 
possible.  This  question  is  in  the  hands  of  a  sub -committee, 
and  I  can  only  express  the  hope  that  the  school  managers 
will  comply  with  the  divisional  committee’s  request  for  an 
early  interview  between  themselves  and  the  sub-committee. 


LowJFurness  Division* 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

ALDINGHAM  (baycliffe). — I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  state 
that  the  Baycliffe  water  supply  scheme  has  proved,  so  far, 
completely  satisfactory,  and  that,  notwithstanding  the 
low  rainfall  of  last  year,  there  was  never  any  shortage  of 
water  in  the  storage  tank. 

SCALES. — I  have  always  consistently  held  the  opinion  that 
the  Urswick  water  main  should  have  been  extended  to  the 
village  of  Scales,  the  inhabitants  of  which,  with  few 
exceptions,  are  dependent  for  their  domestic  supply  upon 
rain  water  collected  and  stored  in  underground  tanks.  It 
may  fairly  be  presumed  that  these  tanks  are  seldom  if  ever 
opened  for  inspection  and  cleansing,  and  after  a  lapse  of 
years  they  must  oe  the  depository  for  a  considerable 
amount  of  objectionable  matter  and  impurity,  but  as  I  am 
at  present  engaged  upon  an  analysis  of  samples  taken 
from  the  various  sources  of  supply,  I  will  refrain  from 
further  comment. 


DRAINAGE. 

ALDINGHAM  (gleaston). — I  need  only  observe  that  the 
divisional  committee  have  practically  agreed  to  carry  out 
the  remaining  section  of  the  Gleaston  sewerage  scheme, 
and  this  no  doubt  will  be  completed  before  the  end  of 
another  year. 


GENERAL. 


REMOVAL  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE. — I  am  pleased  to  recog¬ 
nize  the  willingness  of  the  several  divisional  committees 
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to  exercise  the  powers  of  the  Council  in  regard  to  the 
removal  of  house  refuse,  and  I  hope  that,  as  time  goes  on, 
this  important  branch  of  sanitary  administration  will 
be  further  extended. 

SWARTHMOOR  STREETS.— As  in  my  report  for  1909  I 
commented  at  considerable  length  upon  the  condition  of 
the  streets  in  the  village  of  Swarthmoor,  it  is  fitting  that  I 
should  congratulate  the  Council  upon  the  great  improve¬ 
ment  effected  by  the  carrying  out  of  the  modified  scheme 
adopted  during  the  year,  the  health  and  comfort  of  the 
inhabitants  will  be  greatly  enhanced  thereby. 

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS.— The  Dairies  and  Cowsheds 
Committee  have  during  the  year  shown  considerable 
activity  in  dealing  with  cowsheds,  the  conditions  of  which 
did  not  fulfil  the  requirements  of  the  Council’s  regulations. 
At  the  request  of  the  Local  Government  Eoard,  I  made  a 
special  report  upon  the  subject,  which  report  resulted  in 
the  Board  asking  the  Council  to  frame  new  bye-laws  or 
regulations  based  upon  the  Board’s  model  series.  The 
work  of  drafting  new  regulations  has  been  entrusted  to 
me,  but  the  task  is  by  no  means  an  easy  one,  as  it  would 
appear  to  be  hopeless  to  secure  compliance  in  a  rural 
district  like  this  wifh  such  a  code  of  regulations  as  the 
Local  Government  Board  or  the  requirements  of  modern 
sanitary  science  demand.  Whilst  it  must  be  admitted 
that  the  regulations  at  present  in  force  were  adopted  so 
long  ago  as  1891,  they,  in  their  present  form,  allow  the 
District  Council  to  deal  with  each  particular  case  on  its 
own  merits,  and  it  may  be  borne  in  mind  that  though  they 
do  not  set  up  a  uniform  standard  of  requirement  in  regard 
to  air  space,  lighting  and  ventilation,  the  District  Council 
are  not  precluded  from  imposing  a  strict  requirement  in  any 
particular  case  ;  the  disadvantage,  however,  of  any  elastic 
code  of  regulations,  tends  to  set  up  an  unwritten  in¬ 
adequate  standard  of  requirement,  and  I  am  not  surprised 
that  the  Local  Government  Board  are  wishful  that  a 
stricter  code  should  be  adopted  in  the  district  ;  if,  however, 
regulations  prescribing  exact  requirements  as  to  air  space, 
lighting  and  ventilation  of  such  a  character  as  will  meet 
with  official  approval  be  adopted,  I  can  only  forecast  the 
entire  reconstruction  of  many  of  the  cowsheds  in  the 
district.

— The  slaughter-houses  are  subject  to 
regular  inspection,  and  such  supervision  as  is  possible  in  a 
rural  district,  is  given  to  the  meat  supply.

As  will  be  observed  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  births 
has  been  26,  and  this  decrease  has  affected  three  out  of  the 
four  divisions,  viz.,  Cartmel  15,  High  Furness  8,  Low 
Furness  13,  whereas  in  the  Hawkshead  Division  there  has 
been  an  increase  of  10. 


DEATHS. — I  find  that  in  the  year  1910  there  have  been  224 
deaths,  producing  a  death-rate  of  12  6  per  1,000,  in  the  year

DISEASES  OF  THE  RESPIRATORY  ORGANS.— From 
diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs,  including  in  this  class, 
Bronchitis,  Pneumonia  and  Pleurisy,  there  have  been  21 
deaths  equal  to  a  death-rate  of  9*3  per  cent  of  the  deaths 
from  all  other  causes.  In  the  year  1909  there  were  30 
deaths  from  respiratory  diseases,  the  death-rate  then  being 
equal  to  15  0  per  cent  of  the  deaths  from  other  diseases.

to  the  treatment  of  Phthisis,  I  desire  to  refer  to  the  figures 
in  the  foregoing  table.  It  will  be  seen  that  Phthisis  was 
the  certified  cause  of  173  deaths  during  the  last  ten  years 
or  77'6  per  1,000  ;  Scarlet  Fever  was  accountable  for  8 
deaths,  Diphtheria  for  3  deaths  and  Typhoid  for  10 
deaths,  the  last  three  mentioned  diseases  numbering  41  or 
18  4  per  1.000.  So  much  stress  has,  in  the  pest,  been  laid 
upon  the  necessity  or  desirability  of  isolating  Scarlet  Fever, 
that  I  have  thought  it  well  to  show  by  the  foregoing  table 
that  Scarlet  Fever  is  not  so  direful  in  its  results  as  some 
would  suppose  and  to  offer  a  word  of  encouragement  to 
those  who  sympathise  with  the  Guardians  in  the  efforts 
they  are  making  for  the  benefit  of  those  suffering  from 
Consumption. 

It  can  scarcely  be  expected  that  the  arrangement  made 
by  the  Guardians  for  the  treatment  of  Consumptives  at  the 
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Meathop  Sanatorium  can  have  an  appreciable  effect  upon 
the  death-rate  but  that  their  action  will  result  in  the 
saving  of  valuable  lives  and,  possibly,  the  prevention  of  the 
communication  of  the  disease  to  others,  we  may  entertain 
reasonable  hope  and  the  thanks  of  the  community  are  due 
to  the  Guardians  for  going  outside  their  sphere  of  adminis¬ 
tration  and  undertaking  what  is  obviously  the  duty  of  the 
Health  Authorities. 


ZYMOTIC  DISEASES  have  been  accountable  for  10  deaths 
during  the  year,  which  is  equal  to  a  death-rate  of  ’56  per 
1,000  ;  in  the  year  1909  there  were  two  deaths  from  Zymotic 
diseases,  equal  to  a  death-rate  of  T1  per  1,000.

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SCARLET  FEVER. — It  will  be  seen  that  no  less  than  58  cases 
of  Scarlet  Fever,  out  of  the  80  reported,  have  arisen  in  the 
Cartmel  Division,  and  37  of  these  have  occurred  at  Lindale- 
in-Cartmel. 

It  may  be  remembered  that  in  my  report  for  the  year 
1909  that  Scarlet  Fever  had  occurred  in  an  epidemic  form 
in  the  village  of  Lindale-in-Cartmel  during  the  months  of 
August,  September,  October,  November  and  December,  and 
in  spite  of  all  that  could  be  done  to  check  the  spread  of 
infection,  by  hospital  isolation,  school  closure  and  disin¬ 
fection,  cases  continued  to  be  notified  until  the  end  of  March. 

The  disease  manifested  itself  in  the  very  mildest  form, 
not  a  single  death  having  been  reported. 

DIPHTHERIA. — As  is  so  often  the  case,  a  few  cases  of  Diph¬ 
theria  arose  after  the  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  had  sub¬ 
sided  at  Lindale-in-Cartmel,  but  there  was  never  any  great 
fear  of  a  serious  spread  of  the  disease. 

TYPHOID  FEVER. — Three  out  of  the  four  cases  of  this 
disease  which  have  been  reported,  have  occurred  in  the 
High  Furness  Division,  one  at  Bank  Terrace,  Coniston, 
one  at  Foxheld  and  the  third  in  the  township  of  Kirkby- 
Ireleth.  In  the  two  former  cases  it  would  be  difficult  to 
say  that  the  disease  was  due  to  any  sanitary  defects,  but 
in  the  third  case,  that  in  the  Kirkby-Ireleth  Township,  the 
drainage  and  water  supply  were  unsatisfactory. 

The  fourth  case  of  Typhoid  Fever  reported  arose  in  the 
High  Carley  Sanatorium,  and  was  undoubtedly  due  to 
direct  infection,  the  sufferer  being  the  Matron  of  the 
Hospital  who  had  been  in  constant  attendance  upon  a  very 
severe  case  of  the  disease.

SCHOOL  CLOSURE. — During  the  year  the  following  schools 
have  been  closed  on  account  of  the  prevalence  of  epidemic 
disease  amongst  the  scholars. 

Lindale-in-Cartmel,  on  account  of  Diphtheria,  from 
the  1st  to  the  12th  of  February. 

Coniston,  on  account  of  Whooping  Cough,  from  the 
21st  of  January  until  the  5th  of  February. 

Lindale-in-Cartmel,  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  Scar¬ 
let  Fever,  from  the  3rd  of  March  to  the  30th  of  April. 

Cartmel,  on  account  of  Scarlet  Fever,  from  the  20th 
of  June  to  16th  of  July. 

Sawrey,  on  account  of  Scarlet  Fever,  from  the  6th  to 
the  17th  of  July. 

Urswick  and  Stainton,  on  account  of  Measles,  from 
the  4th  to  the  22nd  of  October. 

Dendron,  on  account  of  Measles,  from  the  17th  of 
October  to  the  14th  of  November. 

Pennington,  on  account  of  Measles,  from  the  2nd  to 
the  28th  of  November. 

Colton,  on  account  of  Scarlet  Fever,  from  the  ]  3th  to 
the  31st  of  December.
